CcorpixG fo your doin I have colleted the princi- 

pal rules I obſerved in educating my family: which 
nba ſend you as they occurr'd to my mind, and you may 
(if you think they can be of uſe to 120 ) di ſpoje of them in 
<vhat order you pleaſe. 

The children <vere always put into a regular method of 
living, in ſuch things as they «vere capable of, from their 
birth; as in dreſſing, undreſſing, changing their linner, 
Se. The firſt quarter commonly paſſes in fleeps After 
that, they were, if polſible, laid into their cradles awake, 
and rocked to ſleep; and ſo they were kept rocking, till it 
vas time for them to awake... This vas done to bring then 
to a regular courſe of ſleeping 3 ewhich at firſt was three 
hours in the morning, and three in the ede after- 
avard two hours, *till they needed none at all. 

When turn d a year old (and ſome before) they were 
taught to fear the rod, and to cry ſoftly: by which means 
they eſtaped abundance of correction they mi 'ght otherxiſe 
have had; and that moſt odious noiſe of the crying of chil- 
dren was rarely heard in the houſe ; but the family uſually 
lived in as much quictneſs, as 6-4 there had not been a 
child among them. | 

As ſoon as they were grown pretty ſtrong, they were 
confined to three meals a day. At dinner their little ta- 
ble, and chairs avere ſet by ours; where they could be 


overlooked; and they were ſuffer'd to eat and drink ( ſmall 


beer 2 much as they would, but not to call for any thing.

our houſe, as fitting by a child till it fell afleep.

went: And found, by a ſurprizing turn, that all the 
doors were now open to me. I exhorted the ſick ma- 
lefactor, To cry unto Gov with all his might, for 
grace to repent and believe the ' goſpel. . It was not 
long, before the reſt of the felons flock'd round; to 
whom 1 ſpoke ſtrong words, concerning the friend of 
ſinners: Which they receiv'd with as great ſigns of 


amazement, as if it had been a voice from heaven. 


When I came down into the common hall; (I think 
they call'd it) one of the priſoners there aſking me a 
queſtion, gave me occaſion to ſpeak among them alſo: 
More and more {till running together; while I declar- 


ed, Gop was not willing any of them ſhould periſh,

but that all ſhould come to repentance. 

Mond. 6. Finding many had been offended, at the 
ſermon I preach'd on Friday night, eſpecially thoſe 
who were ſuppoſed to be ſtrong in faith, I determined 
to examine the matter thoroughly.

Some 
ſaid, They were quite choak'd, ſo that they could not 
breathe : others, 'That their hearts ſwelled ready to 
burſt : and others, that it was as if their heart, as if 
all their inſide, as if their whole "Rm was tearing. all 
to pieces. 

Theſe ſymptoms I can no more impute to any na- 
tural cauſe, than to the Spirit of Gop. 1 can make 
no doubt, but it was Satan tearing them, as they were 
coming to CHRIST. And hence proceeded thofe griev= | 
ous cries, 'whereby he might deſign both to diſeredit 
the work of Gop, and to affright fearful people from 
hearing that word, whereby their ſouls might-be ſaved. 

I found 4. That their minds had been as variouſly 
affected as their bodies. Of this ſome could give ſcarce 
any account at all, which alſo I impute to that wiſe 
ſpirit, purpoſely ſtunning and confounding as many as 
he could, that they might not be able to bewray his de- 
vices. Others gave a very clear and particular account, 
Tom the RE to the end. The _ of Gov 
pierced 
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pierced their ſouls, and convinced them of inward, as 
well as outward fin. They ſaw and felt the wrath of 
Gop abiding on them, and were afraid of his judg- 
ments. And here the accuſer came with great power, 
telling: them, There was no hope, they were loſt for- 
ever.“ The pains of body then ſeized them in a mo- 
ment; and extorted thoſe loud and bitter cries. 
As to the latter, I obſerved, the number of thoſe who 
had left the ſociety, ſince Dec. 30, was ſeventy-fix: 
Fourteen of theſe (chiefly diſſenters) ſaid, «+ They 
left it, becauſe otherwiſe their miniſters wou'd not give 
them the ſacrament:

Sund. 13. I went in the morning in order to ſpeak 
ſeverally with the members of the ſociety at Tanfeld. 
From the terrible inſtances I met with here (and indeed 
in all parts of England) I am more and more con- 
vinced, That the Devil himſelf defires nothing more 
than this, That the people of any place, ſnould be half- 
awaken'd, and then left to themſelves, to fall afleep 
again. Therefore I determine, by the grace of Gop, 
not to ſtrike one ſtroke in any place where I cannot 
tollow the blow. | 2 
Mond. 14. I preach'd again near Cheauden: and this 
I continued to do weekly, as well as at all the other 
places round Neaucaftle, (except Swakvell) where L 
Thurſd. 17. As I was preaching at Pelton, one of 
the old colliers, not much accuſtom'd to things of this 
kind, in the middle of the ſermon, began ſhouting a- 
main, for mere ſatisfaction and joy of heart. But their 
uſual token of approbation (which ſomewhat ſurprized 
me at firſt) was clapping me on the back. $5 
Frid. 18. As I was meeting the leaders, a com- 
pany. of young men, having prepared themſelves by 
ſtrong drink, broke open the door, and came ruſhing 
in with the utmoſt fury. I began praying for them 
immediately. Not one opened his mouth, or lifted up 
a finger againſt us. And after half an hour, we all 
went away together, in great quietneſs and love. 
_Tueſd. 22. I went to Southbiddich, a village of col- 
liers, ſeven miles ſouth-eaſt of Newcaſtle. The ſpot 
where I ſtood, was juſt at the bottom of a ſemi- circular 
hill, on the riſing ſides of which many hundreds ſtood; 


but far more -on the plain beneath. I cried to them, 


in the words of the prophet, O ye dry bones hear the 
word of the Lord. Deep attention ſat on every face. 
So that here alſo I believed it would be well, to preach. 

| | - Wed, * 
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ed. 23. I met a gentleman in the ſtreets, curſing 
and ſwearing in ſo dreadful a manner, that. I could not 
but ſtop him. He ſoon grew calmer, told me, He 
muſi treat me with a glaſs of wine; and that he would 
come and hear me: only he was afraid, I ſhould ſay 
ſomething againſt fighting of cocks.” . 

Frid. 25. At the preſſing inſtance of a curſing, 
ſwearing, drunken Papiſt, who would needs bring me 
into a ſtate of ſalvation, I ſpent ſome hours in reading 
an artful book, intitled, The Grounds of the old Religion, 
In the firſt thirty pages the author heaps up ſcripture, 
concerning the privileges of the church. But all this 
is beating the air, till he proves the Romaniſis to be 

the church, i. e. That a part is the whole. In the fe- 
cond chapter he brings many arguments to ſhew, © That 
the ſcripture is not the ſole rule of faith; at leaſt, not 
if interpreted by private judgment, becauſe private 
judgment has no place in matters of religion! — Why 
at this moment you are appealing to my private judg- 
ment: and you cannot poſſibly avoid it. The founda- 
tion of gur, as well as ny religion, muſt neceſſarily reſt 
here. Firſt you (as well as I) muſt judge for yourſelf, 
Whether you are implicitly to follow the church or no? 
And alſo which is the true church? Elſe ic is not poſſi- 

'_ ble to. move one ſtep forward. 1 

This evening I preach'd in the ſhell of the new- 
houſe, on the rich man and Lazarus. A great mul- 
titude were gathered together there, moſt of whom

Monday 28. I was aftoniſh'd to find it was real 
fact (what I would not believe before) That three of 
the diſſenting miniſters, (Mr. A ee, Mr. Aus, and 
Mr. B—) had agreed together, 'To exclude all thoſe 
from the holy communion, who would not refrain from 
bearing ws.”

And this, evening, two: One before we came into the 
town, and one after we were gone out. But both were

waited an hour. But being afraid, it wou'd do much 
hurt if I ſhould diſappoint the congregation at Grimpby,. 


I aſk'd the men, If they did not think it poſſible, to; 


get to the other ſhore?” They ſaid, © They cou'd not 
tell; but if we.wou'd venture our lives, they wou'd ven-- 


ture theirs. So we put off, having ſix men, two wo- 
men, and three horſes in the boat. Many ſtood, look-- 
ing after us on the river-fide: In the middle of which- 
we were, when in an inſtant, the ſide of the boat was 
under water, and the horſes and men rolling one over: 
another. We expected the boat to ſink every moment, 


but I did not doubt of being able to ſwim aſhore. + The 


boatmen were amazed as well as the reſt; but they 


quickly recover'd and row'd for life. And ſoon after 
our horſes leaping overboard, Wr the boat and 


we all came unhurt to. land. 
They wonder'd what was che matter, I did not riſe 
(for I lay along 1 in the bottom of the boat:) And I won- 


der'd too; till upon examination we ſound, that a 


large iron crow, which the boatmen ſometimes uſed, 
was (none- knew how) run thro” the ſtring. of my boot, 


which pinn'd me down that I could not ſtr. So that 


if the-boat had ſunk, I ſhould have been ſafe e er 


from ſwimming any further. 


The ſame day, and as near as we cou'd: judge, this: 
ſame hour, the boat in which my brother was croſſing 
the Severn, at the New Paſſage, was carried away by 
the wind, and in the utmoſt danger of iplitting upon 
the rocks.

A ſteddy ſeriouſneſs or ſadneſs rather ap- 
ar'd in her whole behaviour and converſation, as be- 
came one that felt the burthen of fin and was groaning 
after ſalvation. In the ſame ſpirit, by all I cou'd ob- 
ſerve or learn, ſhe continued during her ſtay at New- 
caſtle. Not long after her huſband removed from 
thence, and wrote to her to follow him. She ſet out 
in a ſhip bound for Hull. A ſtorm met them by the 
way. The ſhip ſprung a leak. But tho' it was near 
the ſhore, on which many poople flock'd together, yet 
the ſea ran ſo exceeding high, that it was impoſlible to. 


make any help. Mrs. S. was ſeen ſtanding on the deck, 
as the ſhip gradually ſunk: And afterwards, hanging 
by her hands on the ropes, till the maſts likewiſe dil- 


appear' d. Even then for ſome moments they cou'd 
obſerve her, floating upon the waves, till her cloaths,
